G.S.R, 905.- In pursuance of suh-paragraph (2) of Paragraph 2 of the Fourth 
Schedule to the Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers Service Rules, 1971, the 
Central Government In the Minutry of Railways, in consultation with the Union 
Public Service Commission, hereby makes the following regulations, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (l) These regulations may be called the 
Rahwav B^airt ecretariat Stenographers Service Grade II (Competitive Examina- 
tion) Regulations, 1971. 

(2) They shall come jnto force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Definitions. — In these regulations, unless the context otherwise required. 

(a) "available vacancies" means the additions to the Select List of Grade II 

of the Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers Service which are 
decided to be made on the results of an examination; 

(b) “examination" means a competitive examination held by the Commis- 

sion for making additions to the Select List of Grade II of the Service 
and for recruitment to posts of Stenographers in such Services, 
Departments or Offices, as may be notified from time to time by the 
Central Government. 

(c) ‘‘selection’’ means inclusion in the Select List for Grade II of the Rail- 

way Board Secretariat Stenographers Service; 

(d) “Schedule Castes” and “Scheduled Tribes’’ shall have the same mean- 

ings as are assigned to them by clauses (24) and (25) respectively of 
article 366 of the Constitution of India; End / 

(e) words and expansions used in these regulations and not defined but 

defined in the Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers Service Rules, 
1971 shall have the meanings respectively assigned to them in the 
said rules, 

3. Holding of the examination- — (!) The examination shal) be conducted bv 
the Commission in the m minor notified by the Central Government from time to 
time. 

(2) The dates on which and the places at which the examination shall be held 
shall be fixed by the Commission. 

4. Conditions of eliglbil'ty. — In order to be eligible to appear at the examination, 
a candidate must satisfy the following conditions, namely; — 

(i) Nationality : — 

fa) He must be a citizen of India, or 

(b) He must belone to such categories of persons as may, from time to 
time, be notified in this behalf by the Central Government. 

(ii) Age : — - 

He mud have alfai-ied the agj of 18 years, and must not have attained the 
age of 24 years on the first day of January of the year in which the 
examination is held. 

Provided that the upper age limit may be relaxed in respect of candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and such other categories 
of persons as may be notified in this behalf by the Central Government from time 
to time, to the extent and subject to the conditions notified In respect of each 
of them, 

fiii) Educational Qualification : — ■ 

He must have passed the Matriculation examination of a University incorporated 
by an Act of the Central or State Legislature in India, or an examination held by 
a State Education Board at the end of Secondary School Course for the award of 
a School T eavmg. Secondary Schcjol or High School Certificate, or otherwise possess 
any qualification which has been recognised by the Government for the purposes 
of admission to th“ examination: 
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Provided that in exceptional cases, a candidate who, though not possessing 
any of the qualifications specified in this clause, may be treated by the Commission 
as educationally qualified if he possesses qualifications the standard of which in 
the opinion of the Commission, justifies his admission to the examination: 

Provided further that a candidate who has appeared at nn examination the 
passing of which would render him eligible to appear at this examination, but 
has not been informed of the result, may apply for admission to the examination. 

A candidate who intends to appear at such a qua li Lying examination may also 
apply, provided the qualifying examination is completed before the commence- 
ment of this examination. Such candidates will be admitted to the examination, 
if otherwise eligible, but the admission would be deemed to be provisional and 
subject to cancellation if they do not produce proof of having passed the examina- 
tion as soon as possible, and In any case not later than two months after the 
commencement of this examination. 

(iv) Attempts at the examination :- — 

Unless covered by any of the exceptions that may, from time to time, be 
notified by the Central Government in this behnlt, he should not already have 
competed more than once at the examinations held after the 1st January, 1962. 

Note 1. — A candidate shall be deemed to have competed at the examination once 
for all the Services or posts ordinarily coveted by the examination if he competes 
for any one or more of the Services or posts. 

Notf 2.— A candidate shall be deemed to have competed at the examination if 
lie actually appears in any one or more subjects or papers. 

(v) Fee: — 

Subject to such exemptions or concessions, as may be notified from time to 
time in this behalf by the Central Government, he shall pay the fee specified by 
the Commission. 

6. Canvassing of candidature. — Any attempt on the part of a candidate to 
obtain support for his candidature by any means may be held by the Commis- 
sion to disqualify him for admission to the examination. 

6. Eligibility of a candidate, — (1) No candidate to whom a certificate of admis- 
sion has not been Issued by the Commission shall be admitted to the examination. 

(2) The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candi- 
date for admission to the examination shall be final. 

7. Results. — (1) The names of the candidates who are considered by the Com- 
mission lo be suitable for selection on the results of the examination shall be 
arranged in the order of merit and subject to the provisions of sub-regulation (51 
of regulation 8, they shall be recommended for selection in that order up to the 
number of available vacancies. 

(2) The form and manner of communication of the results of the examination 
to individual candidates shall be decided by the Commission in their discretion: 
and the Commission will not enter into any correspondence with individual candi- 
dates regarding the results. 

fi. Appointments. — (1) Success at the examination shall confer no right to selec- 
tion. inl>s the Central Government is satisfied after such enquiry as may be con- 
sidered necessary, that the candidate Is suitable In all respects for selection. 


(2) No candidate shall be selected un'ess he is, after such medical examination 
as the Central Government may prescribe, found to be free from any mental or 
physical defect which is likely to interfere with the discharge of the duties of 

the Service. 

(3) No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person havin. 
a spouse living, or 

(t) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with any person, shall be eligible for nopnintment to the Service’ 
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Provided that the Central Government may, it satisfied that such marriage is 
permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and there are other grounds lor so doing, exempt any person ftom 
the operation ol this sub-regulation. 

(4) Save as provided in sub-regulation (5) of this regulation, selection on the 
results ol any examination shall be made to the extent oi the available vacancies, 
in the order of merit oi the candidates recommended by the Commission for selec- 
tion, subject to reservations for the candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes 
and tne t^meriuled irib^., m accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government in this behalf from time to time. 

(5) Candidates belonging to any of the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled 
Tribes who are considered by the Commission to be suitable for selection on the 
results of the examination with due regard to the maintenance of the efficiency 
of administration shall be eligible to be selected for the vacancies reserved for 
them Irrespective of their ranks in the order ot merit at the examination 

9. Penalty for Impersonation or other misconduct. — -A candidate who is or has 
been declared by the Commission guilty of impersonation or of submitting fabric- 
ated documents or documents which have been tampered with or of making state- 
ments which are incorrect or false or of suppressing material information or 
otherwise resorting to any other irregular or Improper means for obtaining ad- 
mission to the examination, or of usinj| or attempting to use unfair means in the 
examination hall or of misbehaviour in the examination hall, may, in addition 
to rendering himself hab’e to criminal prosecution, — 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified period — 

("I) by the Commission, from admission to any examination or from ap- 
pearance at any Interview held by the Commission for selection of 
candidates; and 

(ti) by the Central Government from employment under them; 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate rules, if he is 

already in service under the Government.

G.S.R. 906. — In exercise of Ihe powers conferred by the proviso to article 
309 of the Constitution and all other powers enabling him in this behalf, the Presi- 
dent hereby makes the following rules to amend the Hailway Board Secretariat 
Clerical Service Rules, 1970, namely: — - 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Railway Board Secretariat Ccrical Service 
(Amendment) Rules, 1971. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on Ihe 1st day of January, 

1971. 

2. In the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service Rules, 1970 (hereinafter 
referred to as the said rules), in rule 2, — 

(a) clause (g) shall be omitted; 

(b) in clause (h), for the ward “Commission”, the words "Secretariat Train- 

ing School" shall be substituted;

Explanatory Memorandum 

Subject, Enforcement of the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service 

( Amendment ) Rules, 1971 with retrospective effect from First Day of 
January, 1971. 

The Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service was constituted with effect 
from the First Day of December, 1954 to man posts of Lower Division Clerks and 
Upper Division Clerks w the Ministry of Railways, Railway Board. Phis service 
was constituted on the lines of the Central Secretariat Clerical Service. Subse- 
quently the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service Rules, 1970, were framed 
on the lines of the Central Secretariat Clerical Service Rales, 1962. as amended 
from time to time and notified under the Ministry o 1 Runways (Railway Board) 
Nt tiflcation No. E(I7 OG1/9/RB2 dated 13th March, 1970. 

2. The Central Government in the Department of Personnel, Cabinet Secretariat 
have decided that the Clerks’ Grade Examination, hitherto held by ihe Union 
Public Service Commission for fiTing vacancies in Grade 11 (Lower Division) of 
the Central Secretariat* Clerical Service and other services including the Railway 
Boat'd Secretariat Clerical Service should, with effect from 1st January, 1971, be 
held by the Secretariat Training School. Department of Personnel. Cabinel Secre- 
tariat. As a result thereof, the Department of Personnel, Cabinet Secretariat 
amended the Central Secretariat Clerical Service Rides, 1962 to give effect to this 
decision vide their Notification No. 6/2/70-CSIi(il dated 10th November, 1970. 


Since the posts of Lower Division Clerks (Grade 11) or the Railway Board 
Secretariat Clerical Service will also be filled on the results of the combined 
Examination for Clerks’ Grade to be held by the Central Secretariat Training 
School. Department of Personnel, Cabinet Secretariat, the Railway Board Secre- 
tarial C’erical Service (Amendment) Rules, 1971, have been drawn up and issued 
to amend the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service Rules, 1970. 

3. It is further stated that the interests of no one would be prejudicially affected 
by reason of the decision to give retrospective effect from 1st January, 1971 to the 
Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service (Amendment) Rules, 1971.

Provided that the upper age limit specified In column 6 of the said Schedule 
may be relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to any Scheduled 
Caste or Scheduled Tribe or other special Category in accordance 
with thd general orders issued by the Central Government from, 
time to time. 


6- Disqualifications. — No person;. — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having: 
a sppuse living, or 


(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted^ a marriage- 
with any person, 

phall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage 
is permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and 
the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so- 
doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 
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0. Power to relax — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, It may, by order, for reasons to be recorded In 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons or the post.
